Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  laying  before  you  niy  Fifth  Annual  Report 
of  the  Health  of  the  Dronfield  District. 

Physical  Features  and  General  Character 
of  District. — The  District  lies  to  the  South  of  Sheffield,  and  is 
immediately  surrounded  by  the  Chesterfield  Rural  District.  It  has 
an  area  of  1,046  acres,  no  part  being  covered  by  water,  and  is  hilly 
in  nature.  The  principal  industries  are  coal  mining,  iron  founding, 
and  edge-tool  making. 

The  Population  of  the  District  at  the  Census  of  1901 
was  3,809,  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  871.  The 

estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1905  is  3,920,  and  the 

number  of  inhabited  houses  889,  giving  an  average  of  I’l  per 
house. 

The  Births  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year  were 
103,  giving  a rate  of  26-2  per  1,000.  The  rate  for  the  previous  ten 
years  is  as  follows  : —

giving  an  average  rate  of  29T  per  1,000. 
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There  were  five  illegitimate  births. 

The  Dea.ths  registered  in  the  District  during  the  year 
were  59,  giving  a crude  death-rate  of  15  per  1,000.  Two  of  these 
deaths,  which  occurred  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  were  non-resi- 
dents. There  were  also  four  deaths  of  Dronfield  residents  outside 
the  District,  which  gives  the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  District 
61,  and  a corrected  death  rate  of  15-5  per  1,000. 

The  corrected  death-rate  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  as 
follows  ; —

which  gives  an  average  of  18-7  per  1,000. 

There  were  19  deaths  occurring  at  65  years  and  over,  which 
very  considerably  add  to  the  death-rate.  I have  before  mentioned 
that  Dronfield  Parish  is  very  richly  endowed  with  doles,  which 
attract  the  old  and  indigent  to  come  and  reside  in  the  District. 

Inf'a.ntile  Deaths  (Deaths  under  one  year). — There  were 
15  deaths  under  one  year,  which  is  equal  to  a rate  of  145'6  per  1,000 
births  registered. 

The  previous  rate  for  the  last  ten  years  is  as  follows

giving  an  average  rate  of  172. 

Both  the  corrected  death-rate,  and  the  Infantile  death-rate 
shew  a decided  decrease  on  the  averages  of  the  last  ten  years. 

Zymotic  DisCclSCS. — There  were  two  deaths  from 
Scarlet  Fever,  one  from  Whooping  Cough,  one  from  Diphtheria,  and 
one  from  Enteric  Fever. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  were  18  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  during  the  year,  viz  : Four  in  January,  three  in  February, 
five  in  March,  four  in  April,  one  in  October,  and  one  in  December. 

The  cases  which  occurred  in  the  early  months  of  the  year  were 
due  to  the  epidemic  which  was  rampant  in  November  and 
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December,  1904.  The  case  which  occurred  in  October  was  of  a 
very  mild  type,  and  in  a house  where  complete  isolation  was  carried 
out,  with  the  result  no  further  cases  occurred.  The  case  in 
December  occurred  in  a yard  in  a crowded  neighbourhood,  and  was 
promptly  taken  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  the  house  and 
bedding  thoroughly  disinfected.  The  case  being  so  promptly  dealt 
with,  no  doubt  was  the  means  of  the  disease  not  spreading  any 
further. 

Diphtheria.. — There  were  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified. 
One  case  which  occurred  in  April  was  in  a house  where  three  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  had  been  notified.  The  other  cases  : one  was  in 
March,  one  in  April,  and  the  fourth  in  May.  The  death  from 
Diphtheria  was  registered  on  January  1st,  but  the  death  actually 
took  place  on  December  31st,  1904. 

Enteric  Fever. — There  was  one  case  of  Enteric  Fever 
notified  in  March  which  unfortunately  died. 

Whooping^  Coug'h. — This  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  but 
there  was  one  death,  which  occurred  in  an  infant. 

Erysipela.S. — Only  one  case  was  notified  which  was  of  a 
very  mild  character. 

The  disinfection  of  houses  and  clothing  is  carried  out  by  your 
own  officials  by  formalin,  and  a free  supply  of  disinfectants  is  to  be 
had  at  your  Inspector’s  office  to  all  infected  house-holders.  There 
is  also  a supply  of  Antitoxin  serum  for  use  in  cases  of  Diphtheria. 

Dia.rrhoca.. — Tnere  were  two  deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  one 
occurring  in  an  infant,  and  one  an  adult.  The  rate  per  1,000  being 

•05. 

Phthisis  and  other  Tubercular  Diseases.— 

There  were  four  deaths  due  to  Tubercle,  viz.  : Two  to  Pulmonary 
Phthisis,  and  two  to  General  Tuberculosis,  giving  a death-rate  of 
•05  per  1000  respectively. 

Respiratory  Diseases. — There  were  twelve  deaths 
from  other  Eespiratory  Diseases,  viz.  : Eight  Bronchitis,  and  four 
Pneumonia,  giving  a death-rate  of  3-06  per  1,000. 
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House  Sa.nita.tion. — Ten  Privies  have  been  converted 
into  Water  Closets.  Three  new  houses  have  been  built,  which  have 
all  been  provided  with  Water  Closets. 

Seweragfe  and  Scwagre  Disposal  Works.— 

There  are  889  inhabited  houses.  Of  these  159  are  outside  the 
sewage  area.  Of  the  remainder  648  are  connected  with  the  main 
sewer,  and  88  remain  to  be  connected. 

The  dry  weather  flow  of  sewage  at  present  reaching  the  Outfall 
Works  amounts  to  41,000  gallons,  or  about  63  gallons  per  day  per 
house. 

I have  visited  the  Outfall  Works  periodically,  and  on  each 
occasion  the  effluent  has  been  quite  satisfactory. 

Excrement  Disposa.1. — This  work  is  done  by  your 
Council’s  workmen,  horses,  and  carts,  as  also  the  removal  of  house 
refuse. 

Water  Supply. — The  supply  has  been  constant  through- 
out the  year,  and  is  supplied  from  the  Chesterfield  Eural  Sanitary 
Authority’s  mains. 

I believe  the  water  to  be  now  practically  free  from  the  acid 
which  caused  the  erosion  in  the  lead  piping. 

Lodg'ing'  Houses. — There  is  only  one  in  the  district,  the 
Bye-laws  for  which  were  approved  on  May  86th,  1877.  There  is  no 
special  mention  of  the  cubic  space  per  bed,  but  300ft.  per  person  is 
allowed,  and  there  are  separate  arrangements  for  the  sexes. 

School  Building'S. — The  sanitation  is  what  is  required  ; 
there  are  separate  W.C’s.  and  conveniences,  and  the  state  of  the 
buildings  is  satisfactory. 

Section  132  of  the  Factory  and  Workshops’ 
Act,  1901_.  — In  accordance  with  this  Act,  I have  visited  all  the 
Factories  and  Workshops  on  the  Eegister,  of  which  there  are  38, 
viz.  : 14  Factories  and  18  Workshops,  and  in  all  the  cases,  the 

sanitary  arrangements  were  satisfactory. 


Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — There  are  eight  of  these  on 
the  Kegister,  and  they  have  been  systematicaliy  inspected,  and 
found  in  a sanitary  condition. 

Bye-laws. — I have  again  to  point  out  that  the  Bye-laws 
which  were  adopted  in  March,  1865,  are  very  much  out  of  date,  and 
that  it  would  be  advisable  if  your  Council  would  adopt  the  model 
Bye-laws  of  the  Local  Government  Board  qu  bloc.
